Olds is badly wounded 
having re ¬ 
ceived a charge of lead from a shot 
gun in the lower part of his face

News of the crime was 
brought 
to 
Globe 
Saturday 
night 
by Sam 
Beard a cowboy 
who said two Mex 
¬ 
icans had reported finding a wound- 
ed

man at a place called 
the 
Nig¬ 
ger 
cabin 
about four mile3 from 
Horseshoe 
Bend 
Immediately a posse headed 
by 
Dputy Sheriff Haynes and District 
Attorney Shute left for the scene 
arriving there about daylight 
Sun ¬ 
day morning 
A search was at once started for 
the Goswick girls 
While the seal ch 
was being made on the bank of the 
creek the body of the older gill 
came 
to the surface of 
the water 
and shortly afterwards the 
body of 
the younger rose 
The body of the older girl 
was 
clothed in a skirt 
while the body of 
the younger was entirely nude 
A 
search was then made of the vicini ¬ 
ty for traces of a fout th party both 
by the officers 
and 
by Indian trail ¬ 
ers 
The search 
however 
revealed 
no trace of any parties 
other 
tiian 
Olds and the two girls 
The girls clothing was 
found on 
a 
boulder 
weighted 
with 
small 
stones to prevent them from being 
blown into the water 
The 
bodies were first seen at a 
point about thirty feet from where 
Olds had been shot and when found 
the bloated and discolored condition 
of the bodies 
indicated that thev 
had been in the water about twenty 
four hours

Olds had 
been 
sent by

Friday morning to the 
Horseshoe 
Bend ranch to get some machinery
